You ng Methodists 
Hold Session To 
Mark ‘Union’ 


W ESTMINSTER, Au g. 28 .—In 
spite of the ru sh-m ad age, tradi­ 
tion, which has ever proved the 
connecting link of interest throu gh 
the generations m ay still b e u n­ 
covered in ob scu re and u nexpected 
places and each commu nity may 
find facts of interest handed down 
throu gh 
the centu ries in 
their 
very m idst if tjiey b u t persevere 
in their search. 
Su ch a story of interest is con­ 
nected w ith one of the pioneer 
families of the W estm inster colo­ 
ny, which following it’s organiza­ 
tion in 18 70, drew as citizens fam­ 
ilies from variou s corners of the 
glob e. The H azard family is one 
of these, Rob ert Samu el Hazard 
and his family having arrived here 
in 18 8 1 and five generations of the 
clan have resided here in that 
time, three generations now b eing 
in this section and the elder of the 
generation, Rob ert F rank Hazard 
resides b u t a mile from the site 
of his b irthplace which yet stands 
on H azard street. 
The family history, a most in­ 
teresting and u nu su al one, deals 
w ith the receiving of the family 
name of “H azard” b y one “Rob ­ 
ert” and a cane from the Cou rt 
of King Jam es dates to the time 
when the nam e came into b eing 
following a hazardou s adventu re 
in his ancestor’s early life. This 
cane, which goes down the line 
from one Robert to another, is of 
some u nknown wood, topped with 
a handle of the tooth of a sperm 
whale and banded w ith a delicate 
b and fashioned from a silver coin. 
Rob ert Frank Hazard, well known 
rancher, dairym an and civic mind­ 
ed resident of Midway City is the 
p resent owner of the heirloom and 
in su ccession to receive the cane 
are his son, Clyde Rob ert Hazard, 
also of Midway City. 
The history of the cane as w rit­ 
ten b y Rob ert Lee H azard’s grand­ 
father the year of his death, 18 94, 
is here recorded in his own words 
as taken from a yellowed sheaf 
of clipped papers, and is headed: 
“Tradition of The Cane As Relat­ 
ed to Me, Rob ert Samu el Hazard, 
By My Grandmother, Lu cy Bu sh 
Hazard, As Told to H er By Jon­ 
athan Hazard Who W as Born In 
1707 and Died In 18 13: 
“W hen Jam es I was king of 
England, Charles I, then a b oy, 
fell into the River Thames du ring 
a flood and was drowning in sight 
of the king and a great mu ltitu de 
of people. Rescu e was su pposed 
to b e impossib le on accou nt of 
eddies and u ndercu rrents, as many 
had perished in tha t particu lar 
place. A man b y the name of 
‘Rob ert* 
(su rname forgotten b y 
Lu cy Bu ck H azard), plu nged into 
the flood, and after a desperate 
stru ggle in which he was nearly 
drowned himself, su cceeded in res­ 
cu ing the prince. 
“The cane was handed him eith­ 
er b y the king or one of the king’s 
attendants, as he needed su pport. 
“The said Rob ert (su rname u n­ 
known), was taken into the king's 
favor, and the name ‘Hazard’ b e­ 
stowed b y the king in commemor­ 
ation of his b ravery in the rescu e. 
“A fterwards this Rob ert Hazard 
m arried and two sons, Rob ert and 
Jonothan, were b orn to him. These 
sons came to America with John 
Endicott in the year 1629 , and the 
family was favored b y the English 
ru lers till the w ar of Independ­ 
ence.” 
The manu script conclu des with 
the paragraph, “Now, this day, 
Septemb er 
17, 18 9 4, I, 
Rob ert 
Samu el Hazard, have pu t a new 
feru le and point on the b ottom (of 
the cane) and also wou nd it with 
copper wire to secu re a split in 
the wood and have w ritten this 
legend 
as I received it 
from 
G randm other Hazard." 
Rob ert Frank Hazard also has 
in the line of family keepsakes, 
his own grandfather’s rifle which 
has the year 18 69 u pon it, and an 
old dou b le b arrelled mu zzle load­ 
ing shotgu n, the latter richly trac­ 
ed in p attern of gold inlay on the 
stock. The longevity of the family 
is noticeab le in the clau se of the 
recorded story which speaks of 
Jonathan H azard’s b irth year as 
that of 1707 and that of his death 
as 18 13, making him 106 years of 
age, and another of the grand­ 
fathers is known to have lived to 
the ripe old age of 9 6 years.

only 
$2,000,000,000 
of secu rities cou ld possibly be 
sold, and these wou ld not u nder 
any conceiv able circu mstances be 
du mped as long as Britain and 
France hav e their gold and cash 
here to draw on first.

resou rces is arou nd $6,000,000,000 
which means they may not su ffer 
for conv ertible cash for a long 
time.

A mo netary standard is go o d and 
lasting o nly when it has the quality 
o f universal acceptability . The go ld 
standard has this fundamental char­ 
acteristic, and, 
fo r this reaso n, 
is the interna­ 
tio nal medium 
o f exchange 
Since e ver y 
Im po rtant na­ 
tio n is invo lved 
in wo rld trade, 
it is impo rtant 
that it be able 
to carry o n its 
trade w ith a 
cu rren cy that 
will no t put it at 
a disadvantage. 
No c u rren cy 
has a g r eater 
ad van tag e in 
fo reign trade than go ld fo r the reaso n 
that it buy s mo re easily than any 
o ther mo ney kno wn. This is because 
it is universally desired. A!) o ther 
currencies experience so me disadvan­ 
tage with respect to go ld because they 
lack the quality o f universal accepta­ 
bility . They can be made to pass o n a 
par with go ld o nly when they are 
freely co nvertible into go ld by the 
ho lder o f go ld, any where, any time. 
Every natio n that departs fro m a 
go ld standard places its traders at a 
disadvantage because mo re o f a less 
acceptable currency must be o ffered 
fo r go o ds. 
The reaso ns why go ld, but no t o ther 
currencies, is universally acceptable, 
and has been so fo r 5000 y ears, are 
rarely examined o r understo o d. It is 
co mmo nly said that go ld is univer­ 
sally acceptable because it is scarce, 
durable, po rtable, easily reco gnized, 
divisible, ho mo geneo us, and mallea­ 
ble, and that, because it has these 
qualities, it serves well as a standard 
o f value, as a medium o f exchange, 
as a sto reho use o f value, as a standard 
o f deferred pay ments, and as a reserve 
against paper mo ney and bank depo s­ 
its. 
These answers do no t go far eno ugh. 
These qualities o f go ld co ntribute to 
its ability to perfo rm its vario us func­ 
tio ns but they fail to explain why ffo ld 
has universal acceptability . Thè rea­ 
so n lies deep in human nature, but it 
seems that thro ugho ut the ages, as to ­ 
day , this facto r has been understo o d 
o nly vaguely . A few clo se students o f 
mo ney , such as Ridgeway , Carlile, and 
Burns, have stated it clearly eno ugh, 


but peo ple in general have been guid­ 
ed mo re by their experiences than by 
accurate ratio nalizatio n. 
There appears to be a universal de­ 
sire amo ng human beings to be ad­ 
mired and to sho w their superio rity 
in so me way o ver their fello w men. 
The mo st co mmo n way , fro m savage 
to civilized man, is fo r a perso n to 
demo nstrate that he no t o nly can o b­ 
tain the desired necessaries o f life but 
c.Hi waste his substance o n a mere 
bauble. Ornamentatio n pro vided the 
mo st o bvio us and universal o utlet fo r 
this display o f superio rity . Every per­ 
so n with a surplus wo uld trade it fo r 
an o rnament to satisfy his desire to 
sho w his superio rity . Because o f this 
universal desire, peo ple so o n learned 
that the best way to sto re up wealth 
fo r the future was to exchange surplus 
go o ds fo r o rnaments since these wo uld 
alway s buy go o ds—and every prudent 
perso n desired to co mmand go o ds 
bo th in the present and in the future. 
Thus o rnaments and the metals o i 
o rnament became the media o f ex­ 
change and the sto reho uses o f value 
which o utstripped all o thers. Go ld has 
been and still is a universal metal o f 
o rnament. Were that co nnectio n bro ­ 
ken, its virtue as a universal standard 
o f value, sto reho use o f value, and me­ 
dium o f exchange wo uld be destro y ed. 
In mo dern times, the relatio nship 
between o rnament and the go ld stand­ 
ard is no t generally a*s direct and o b­ 
vio us as it was, say , in the seventeenth 
century when o ne’s mo ney and “ plate” 
were interchangeable and when the 
trades o f the go ldsmith and banker 
were much the same. But the relatio n­ 
ship to day is no netheless real, al­ 
tho ugh it so metimes assumes vari­ 
o us and o ften subtle fo rms — all o f 
which pro vide interesting and fruitful 
so urces o f study . 
It is because o f this universal char­ 
acteristic o f peo ple—savage and civil­ 
ized—that go ld has fo r so lo ng been 
the mo ney o f universal acceptability . 
It is fo r this reaso n, also , that we must 
and will return to a go ld standard. It 
is futile to argue against it o r to try 
to legislate it o ut o f existence. A go v­ 
ernment canno t legislate human na­ 
ture o ut o f existence, and, had o ur 
go vernment examined carefully th# 
lesso ns taught by centuries o f experi­ 
ence with mo ney , it sho uld have un­ 
dersto o d these things. 
No thing can perfo rm as many mo n­ 
etary functio ns, o r perfo rm them a* 
well, as go ld. No r can any thing facili­ 
tate trade as quickly . Co nsequently 
the so o ner we return to the go ld 
standard the so o ner will trade develo p 
and pro sperity return.

One child is stronger than an­ 
other in will and purpose, and he 
docs his best to sway the weaker 
one, with success, usually. When 
rag the settlem ent for the error has 
? to be made, and 
it 
cannot 
be 
avoided, the stronger one goes his 
w ay blithely. He gets out of it 
somehow. He has used the weaker 
one for his purpose and covered 
his own wrong-doing. All the vic­ 
tim can manage for 
himself 
is, 
“ H e made me do it.” 
W e have to try to 
strengthen 
1he soul of the helpless one. Be­ 
gin by attending 
to 
his 
body, 
building up health. Guard his diet, 
his hours of sleep, play recreation 
of all sorts. W atch to help him 
find the best possible associates 
so their influence can be used for 
his strengthening. Feed him well. 
Do what you can to stim ulate his 
spiritual courage. 
Here

I think that every child, strong 
or weeks, ought to know the story 
of Daniel by heart. Until Daniel’s 
spirit is in him he will follow the
